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PREFACE. 




|N drawing up a Manual of the 
early Englifh Hiftorians, the Com- 
piler believes he has endeavoured 
to fupply a want in bibliographical literature 
which has been often felt. It is true that 
catalogues fimilar in idea, though not in 
execution, have been before publifhed, but 
the generality of them, fuch as Jofcelin's 
very brief account publiftied by Hearne with 
Robert of Avelbury, Hearne's own lift in his 
" Duiftor Hiftoricus," and Voffius' book " De 
Hiftoricis Latinis,"* befides furnifliing but

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fliort notices^ are now of courfe extremely de- 
fedtive and unfatisfaftory ; as in the length of 
tune which has elapfed fince their publication, 
much additional information has been dif- 
covered, and our ftock of printed hiftorians 
greatly enlarged. And although in 1829 
Mr. Stace publifhed a catalogue of hiftorical 
writers, yet it was merely a catalogue, giving 
nothing but the titles and dates of the works, 
and thofe often very inaccurately. This being 
the cafe, a brief biographical account of all 
hiftorians of any note, with lifts of the editions 
of their works, fuch as is here offered, the 
Compiler trufts may not prove unacceptable. 
And while he is far from thinking that no 
errors or imperfedlions will be difcovered in 
it, yet he hopes it will be found to be, on the 
whole, accurate and complete ; at any rate he 
can fay that he has fpared no pains to render 
it fo. It will be feen that the references to 
MSS. are only given where the books have 
not been printed, and fuch of thefe as have no 
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references to MSS. are not known to be ex- 
tant. All monaftic and local chronicles have 
been omitted, with the exception of two, as 
the compilation has been confined to national 
hiftories ; the two in regard to which the 
exception has been made, are Ingulph, and 
the Chronicle of London, becaufe much of 
the general hiftory of the kingdom is con- 
tained in them. Froiflart, Titus Forojulien- 
fis, Polydore Vergil, &c. have been omitted 
as being foreigners, together with works like 
John Twyne*s " De rebus Albionicis com- 
mentarii,'* becaufe, although of an hiftorical 
nature, they cannot be called hiftories. 

Should this attempt meet with approval, a 
continuation, bringing the work down to a 
later period, may perhaps follow at fome fu- 
ture time. 

In conclufion, the Compiler has to acknow- 
ledge his obligations to the Rev. H. O. Coxe, 
M. A. Sub-librarian of the Bodleian, for his 
kind afliftance in many cafes ; to J. O. Halli-

In 
1 508 he was appointed Judge of the 
SherifPs Court, in 1520 Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, in 1 5 23 Speaker of the Houfe of Com- 
mons, in 1526 Chancellor of the Duchy of Lan- 
cafter, and in 1 530 Lord High Chancellor. Beiides 
many trafts againft the Reformation, epiftles to 
Erafmus, &c., the '^ Utopia," and mifcellaneous 
pieces, he wrote, i. ^^Hiftorie of the pitifull life and 
unfortunate death of Edward the Fifth'' Edited by 
W. Sheares, i2mo. Lond. 1641 ; in his collefted 
works in Englifh, fol. Lond. " at the coftes and 
charges of John Cawood, John Waly, and Richard 
Tottell," 1557, and m the firft volume of Kennet's

g|OHN MAJOR, or Mair, was bom at 
Gleghom, near North Berwick, in the 
year 1478, as fome fay, amongft whom 
is Mackenzie, or in 1469 according to 
others, including Chalmers and the Biographie Uni- 
verfelle. In 1493, after having firft ftudied at 
Chrift's Coll. Camb., he went to the Univerfity of 
Paris, whence he removed in 1498 to Navarre, 
where he was created D.D. in 1505. In 1519 he 
returned to Scotland, taught theology for feveral 
years at Glafgow and St. Andrew's, went back to 
Paris, and finally returned once more, about 1530, 
to Scotland, was chofen Profeflbr of Divinity at St 
Andrew's, and afterwards became Provoft there.

He was imprilbned by 
Henry VIII.^ in 1 540 for fix weeks, ftw 
printing the Bible without notes, ** and, 
before his releale, was bound in a penalty of £ioO 
that he ihould neither fell, nor print, nor caule to 
be printed, any more Bibles, until the king and the 
cleigy ftiould agree upon a truiflation. * * * No 
particulars have been handed down to us of hit 
ficknels, death, or intenneht> nor do w< find any 
account of him after 1573, when by an aeddentat 
fall he broke his leg." (Chalmers.) His " AMd^

632), fays that he was the author of the hiftory of 
Queen Mary, which is in Grafton's Chronicle. He 
alfo wrote fix of the pieces in the " Mirrour for 
Magiftrates."

JDMUND CAMPION, or Campian, 
bom in London, was educated at Chrift 
Church Hofpital, and afterwards at St. 

He was ordMned 
by Richard Cheney, Bifhop of Glouccfter, about 
1564, but in 1569 he apoftatized from the Church 
of England, and joined that of Rome. In 1 573 he 
entered the Society of Jefuits, was afiferwards a pro- 
feflbr at Prague, and then in 1580 came over to 
England, when he was feized by the government, 
and put to death for fbme real or pretended conspi- 
racy. He wrote a " Hiftory of Ireland" from the 
year of the world 1957, which was publ. by Sir 
James Ware, together with Spenfer's " View of the 
ftate of Ireland," and Marlborough and Hanmer's 
Hiftories of Ireland, fol.

lEORGE BUCHANAN was bom at 
Killeam in Stirlingfhire. He was edu- 
cated at St. Andrew's and at Paris, 
where he became a Profeffor. From 
that rime (about 1531) till 1560 he led a very un^ 
fettled life, chiefly owing to the danger which hung 
over him on account of his Proteftantifm, and the 
bitter larires which he wrote ag^ft the Monks. 
In the latter year, however, he returned to Scotland, 
where he thenceforth remaned.

In 1544 he was chofen Principal 
of White Hall (which ftood where Jefus College 
now is), in 1546 Profeffor of Greek, and in 1554 
Archdeacon of Canterbury, in the place of Edm. 
Cranmer (brother of the Archbilhop), who was de- 
prived on account of his marriage. On the accellion 
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however of Queen EUizabeth, he, being a zealous 
Romanift, loft all his preferments, and was confined 
for the reft of his life in prifon, for fome years in 
the cuftody of Archbifliop Parker, who afforded 
him much afliftance in compiling his hiftory. It is 
entitled '* Hiftoria Anglicana EccUfiaftica." Edited 
by Rich.

He was however expelled in 
1545 as a heretic, and in the reign of Queen Mary 
went abroad, and fettled at Bafd. He returned 
when Queen Elizabeth came to the throne, and 
obtained a prebend in Salift)ury Cathedral.

In 1565 
he was appointed to the See of Ro&, vacant by the 
death of Biftiop Sinclwr. After Queen Mary's 
flight into England and imprifonment, he was fent 
for by her to give hts afliftance and advice, but 
having engaged in plans for her deliverance, was 
arrefted in 1571, and confined in the Tower till 
1574, when he was liberated at the 'requeft of the 
King of France. He then went abroad, vunly en- 
deavouring to roufe the continental fovereigns in 
behalf of his royal miftreis. In 1 593 he was made 
Biihop of Coutances in Lower Normandy, but he 
retired into the Monaflery of Guirtenbui^ near 
Bruflels, where he i^ed. i. " De origine, moribus, 
et rebus gefiis Scotorum, acceffit rtgionum et infularum 
Sceti^, cum ejufdem tabula topographica, dejcriptio ;"

Thin alfo mentions him in his Catalogue of 
hi{lorians in Holinihed, p. 1590, and Hearne has 
printed an extraft from the Saxon Hiftory, being 
** Hiftoria Guidonis de Warwyke," from MS. 147 
in Magd. Coll. Oxford, in his appendix to the 
'< Chronicon de Dunftaple," vol. ii. pp. 825-830, 
8vo. Oxf. 1733. There is not however any thing 
elfe of Gerard's in the Magd. MS. (which the com- 
piler has feen), and the ihort piece which has been 
printed is written at the end of Higden's Poly- 
chronicon, on the fame page with it, and preceding 
its copious index.
